We do not have a regular Plumb- 
ing Inspector which is creating prob- 
Jems logally, A person cannot be 
appointed until he has been certi- 
fied by the State unless he is also 
a Code Enforcement Officer.

This, ft would appear, will be 
more of a parttime job than most 
would want to undertake,
